er has in fact grown worse, instead of better, 
during the last few years. The people are 
tired of all this, and they are, in my opinion, 
anxious to see what effect a change will have.”’ 

“Do you believe that Ohio will elect the 
democratic ticket this fal: ?’’ 

‘The election in Obio this fail will show 
that the revolution is not going backward, 
and will, I think, demonstrate our capacity 
to carry the country in 1884.

The Postmaster General Decides to Enforce the Pre 
hibition Agalnet Lotterles. 


Wasuineton, July 9.—The following is the 
decision of Postmaster General Gresham in 
the Louisana lottery case: ‘I have carefully 
considered Postmaster General Key’s order, 
bearing date of November 13th, 1879, touch- 
ing money orders and registered letters of the 
character which he specially described. In 
view of the subsequent action of the depart- 
ment, of the conflicting views to which it has 
given rise, I have deemed it my duty to make 
the following ruling: (After quoting the or- 
der to the postmaster at New Orleans forbid- 
ding him to give postal money orders to M. A. 
Dauphin, or M. A. Dauphin, ‘secretary, or M. 
A. Dauphin, postoftice box 692, 
Judge Gresham says): ‘There can 
be no doubt that this order was 
clearly justified by the provisions of sections 
3929 and 4041 of the revised statutes. It ex- 
pressl- recites that the evidence which au- 
thorized the postmaster-general to act in the 
premises was satisfactory tohim. His action 
was therefore conclusive bis subordi- 
nates and in other departments of the gov- 
ernmentso long as the statutes remained in 
force. The only question in connection with 
it, which could be judically (examined, re- 
lates to the pewer of congress to confer upon 
him the authority under which he acted, 
The doctrine is nowsettied that the courts 
will not interfere by mandam- 
us or Injunction with an ex- 
ecutive department in the performance 
ofits duties, unless they are of a character 
purely ministerial, and involve no exercise of 
discretion or judgment., A subsequent order 
of Postmaster Genera! Key is in these words: 
**Postoflice Department, Washington. D. C., 
February 27th, 1880.—Sir: On the 15th No 
vember, 187!) Ll issued an order addressed to 
you, forbidding payment of any postal money 
order to M. A. Dauphin, or M. A. Dauphin, 
secretary.or M. A. Dauphin, postoffice box 692 
and 319, Broadway New York, and the return 
of all registered letters addressed to them to 
the postmaster at whose offices they were 
mailed. This party having brought suit against

The captain's wife, the first officer, steward 
and two seamen are sick with yellow fever. 
The Times-Democrat’s Biloxi special says 
more vigorous me tures of isolation have 
been adopted at Snip Island quarantine 
station, since the arrival of the infected 
vessels. No personal communication 
whatever now exists between the station and 
the mainland, The sloop, Annie, whica for- 
merly plied be ween Biloxi and the quaran- 
tine station, now remains thereon duty with 
the captain and crew.none of them approach- 
ing the mainland. Mads and supplies will 
be sent by aschooner, communicating only 
witha lighter anchored at a safe distance from 
the quarantine grounds. At Galveston the 
ehnef of police has three men patrolling the 
beach along the island to carefully watch the 
landing of any boat, and question closely the 
occupants, in case of such an attempt. The 
object is to guard against the possibility of 
any of the crew cf the bara’ “Salome,” lying 
at sea twelve miles from the city, with yellow 
fever abroad, leaving the ship and attempt- 
ing tocomeashore. These arrangements will 
continue until the Salome leaves, which will 
probably occur in a day or two. 

THE CHOLERA. 

LONDON, July. 9.—It is reported im Suez that 
a yacht is being prepared and will ve held in 
readiness to take the khedivé to Naples in the 
event of the spread of the cholera making his 
departure necessary. There were 96 deaths 
from cholera at Damietta, 48 at Mansurah, ‘1 
at Alexanudia, 6 at Samanoud and 6 at Shir- 
bin on Saturday. Un Sunday there were 383 
deaths at Damietrs, 6 at Mansurah, 9 at 
Samanoud, 7 at Shirbin and 1 at Alexandria. 
Provisions have given out at Damietta and the 
people are starving. A number of European 
residents made an attempt to break the cordon 
around the town and several of them were 
wounded. Cholera has broken out at Swatow 
in China, and israging violently, The Times 
correspondent at Alexandria says a Huropean 
died here of cholera yesterday. The abattoirs 
of the city are ina filthy condition and are 
extremely dangerous to health.

Bradlaugh Notifies the Mouse of His Reappearance 
Irish Convictions. 
Lonpon, July 9.—In the house of commons 


this afternoon, Mr. Gladstone .n reply to Sir: 


Stafford Northcote, stated that he had .e 
ceived a letter from Bradlaugh, announcing 
his intention to take his seat in spite of any 
order of the house». Mr. Gladstone said the 
government had pioposed a method of meet- 
ing this difficulty, which had been rejected. 
It now remained for the house to act. 
Sir Stafford Northcote said he regretted the 
necessity of protecting Lhe order 
which was the duty of the prime minister, 
and moved that Bradlaugh be excluded from 
the precincts of the house until he engaged 
not to disturb its proceedings. The motion 
was adopted by a vote of 252 to 60. Previous 
to taking the vote Mr. Gladstone and several! 
other members of the government withdrew 
from the house. The other members of the 
ministry present voted with the minority. 

Mr. Gladstone replying to questions, de- 
clared that the government nad admitted 
that some parts of the Lrish land act required 
amendment, and intimated they might con- 
sider the subject when the time served. He 
declined to make any statement concerning 
the Suez canal business, saying that it had 
not reached a_ proper for discussion. 
He assured the house, however, that nothing 
would be done without the approval of par- 
liament, 

LonpoN, July 9.—The Post says that M. De 
Lesseps has made a satisfsctory arrangement 
with tbe British government in the matter of 
the Suez canal. 

Dusiin, July 9.—At the assizes on 
Saturday, Rogerson, Tansy, Kelly and 
Haugh'on, impiicated in the murderous con- 
spiracy, were found guilty, but-sentence was 
deferred.

At the Sligo assizes this evening sentences 
were passed upon Tansy, Royerson, Haugh- 
ton and Kelly, the four men who were found 
guilty on Saturday of being implicated in 
the murder conspiracy. ‘Tansy was sentenced 
to fourteen years penal servitude, Rogerson 
to twelve years, Haughton to eight years, and 
Kelly to two years.

hearing. 

At this stage of the business the legislature inter- 
vened as follows: 

At the last session a resolution was introduced 
by Mr. brooks of Floyd, looking to the dismissal of 
the case, This resolution was referred to the judi- 
ciary comm ttee, but other business at the moment 
more urgeut prevented the committee from report- 
ing it back during the short November- December 
session. ‘The legislature, however, recognizing the 
fact that the fierce legal war, in which the pendency 
of the resolution haa brought about an armistice, 
would on the adjour iment be immediately resum- 
ed, if something were not done to avert it, passed 
an ancillary resolution, as it were, 
requesting the governor to arrange with the counsel 
of che lessees fora further truce until the legisla- 
ture, Low just assembled, should have an opportu- 
nity of acting upon the origiual resolution. This is 
the present position of the business in the courts 
and before the legislature.

It would haidly comport with the honor of the 
state to cut short the lease, without fault of the 
lessees (for certainly it canuot be imputed to them, 
asa fault, that they gave the very bond which the 
state prescribed, in advance, and accepted when 
offered, in 1870, and pronounced, upon w fu'l hear- 
ing, bya democratic legislaturein 1872 to be good 
and valid) and apprepriate the improvements, 
made by the lessees oO! the Slate's 
pledge that the lease should col- 
tinue. A suming that the honor of the 
state will be observed, the first fruit of the state’s 
success in the litigation will be the paymeut to the 
lessees of $1,500,000 of betterments of the property. 
The lessees would have noclaim for these better- 
ments on the expiration of the lease by limitation; 
but neither the honest sentiment of the people of 
the state would tolerate, nor the courts to which the 
state has appealed, permit a naked act of spolia ion 
as would be the seizure by the state of these better-

But assuming that neither public sentiment nor

The jive stock shippers allege that 
upto the present the roads which have csrried 
most of the dressed beef have done so ata rate 
which is very injurious ifnot absolutely ruinious 
to the live stockbusiuess.

would be disastrvus to eastern shipments. Mr. Fink

Raccoon Trestle onthe East tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia Road Catches Fire. 

Raccoon tressel, on the Kast 
Virginia 4nd Georgia railroad, seems to be 
ill-fated. Since the construction of the road 
it has figured conspicuously in accidents, and 
in fact Was soon known asthe most danyger- 
ous point along ythe line.
